World War II Memorial 
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After years of discussion, planning, and controversy, Washington 
D.C. has finally erected a memorial to those who gaves their lives 
in World War 11.

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The 2003-04 year was highlighted by several outstanding performances by both teams and individual student-athletes. The volleyball team 
kicked off the year with a 21-11 overall record and secured a berth in the Atlantic 10 tournament. Coach Jojit Coronel's team began the sea¬ 
son by winning its first 10 matches, the winningest start in the 28-year history of the program. Senior Sarah Hokom was a three-time A-10 
Player of the Week and was named an AVCA Honorable Mention All-America. Women's soccer finished the season with an 11-6-2 record and missed 
the playoffs by just one game. The men's soccer team finished the season 7-11-2 and made the Atlantic 10 Tournament. The men's cross country 
team equaled its sixth-place finish from last season at the Atlantic 10 Championships under coach Deb Cane. Women's cross country improved 
three spots from last season by finishing sixth at the Atlantic 10 Championships. Fifth-year head coach Scott Reed's men's water polo team 
finished the 2003 season with a 9-18 record. 

The men's basketball team posted an 18-12 record, a six-game improvement over last season, and received its first postseason bid in 
five years. The Colonials finished second in the Atlantic 10 Conference West Division. Third-year coach Karl Hobbs was named the National 
Association of Basketball Coaches (NABC) District 4 Coach of the Year. The men did a great job of defending their home court this season 
with an 11-1 record at the Smith Center. 

The women's basketball team finished the season 22-8, 14-2 in conference action. The team won the 500th game in the program's history 
January 12, at Yale. Senior Cathy Joens was named the Atlantic 10 Co-Player of the Year, AP All-America honorable mention, and Kodak All- 
America Regional finalist. She also was named the Atlantic 10 Student-Athlete of the Year. 

Men's and women's swimming and diving teams received several All-Conference honors from the Atlantic 10 for their impressive showings at 
the A-10 Championships. Kristen Fagley was named Women's Swimming Student-Athlete of the Year. The men's MVP, Sean Flaherty, was also named 
the A-lO's Most Outstanding Rookie. The Colonials men's squash team had a record of 11-8 and finished this season ranked 21st in the country 
under second-year coach Simon Harrington. The men went 2-1 in the Team Championships. The women's squash team went 1-9 overall earning its 
first win of the year against Virginia in the Howe Cup under first-year coach Megan Wise. The gymnastics team got off to the best start in 
school history by scoring a 192.500 to place second at the GW Invitational. Head coach Margie Foster-Cunningham used a deep and diverse line¬ 
up to finish with a 16-8 record. 

Both men's and women's tennis completed successful seasons in 2004. Head coach Tom Hawkins led the men to a 14-7 record and a trip to 
the Atlantic 10 Tournament finals before falling to Richmond. GW's number one player, senior Matt Hane, was named the league's Most 
Outstanding Player. The women's team, under first-year coach Megan Wise, got off to a slow start, but roared back to finish the season at 8- 
7, taking fifth place at the A-10 Tournament. 

The women's lacrosse team posted an 8-9 overall record and a 3-4 mark in the Atlantic 10 to place fifth in the eight-team league. 

Coach Jennifer Morris's young team, in its third season as a varsity program, was led by freshman Laura Hostetler, who won the A-lO's Rookie 
of the Year award after picking up a league-record six Rookie of the Week awards. The women's water polo team, in its fifth season, posted a 
17-13 record under coach Scott Reed. The Colonials placed second at the Southern Divisional Championships and fourth at the ECAC 
Championships — their highest finish in those tournaments. 

Coach Scott Allen's golf team had a solid season finishing among the top five in 12 tournaments. The Colonials ranked seventh of 50 
Division I teams in the Mid-Atlantic Region. GW won the Rehoboth Beach Fall Invitational behind A-10 Player of the Week and team MVP Andrew 
Gallo and A-10 Rookie of the Week Jack Tyler. 

Coach Tom Walter has led the baseball team to its best start in conference play. The team won a regular-season record 40 games and was 
the No. 2 seat in the A-10 Tournament with a 19-5 league record after winning the A-lO's West Division. GW also had its longest winning 

streak ever at 14 as well as nine straight conference victories in series sweeps of La Salle, Dayton, and Xavier. 

The softball season was suspended after seven games due to injuries. Sophomore Elana Meyers was named the team's MVP. The men's and 

women's rowing teams combined to place fifth of 13 teams at the 17th Annual GW Invitational Crew Classic April 10. The men's team, coached 

by Matt Boyle, won gold medals at the Head of the Occoquan regatta in the fall. The women, under the direction of coach Helen Betancourt, 

placed fourth (of nine) at A-10 Women's Rowing Championships Both of GW's women's novice crews won A-10 titles. 

Based on the number of talented student-athletes who will be returning next year, I am very optimistic about the possibilities for the 

2004-05 season and wish to thank and congratulate all those who made this season great.

The 96th volume of the Cherry Tree of the George Washington University was pub¬ 
lished using Taylor Publishing Company in Dallas, TX. Julia Jordan served as Taylor’s 
sales representative locally and Tami McConnell served as the account executive. 


Cover 

The cover is blind embossed, black book-cloth with the University’s logo on the bach. The spine used a black ink lettering and the front used a clear, UV coating over the embossed let¬ 
ters. The holes were cut to expose parts of a photograph enclosed with each book (one of four photographs enclosed with each book). 

Endsheets and Divide rs 

The endsheets as well as the Features divider, the Sports divider, and the Arts divider, are loolb Royal Linen Black stock. The divider sheets were inserted between signatures and die- 
cut with photo-comers. The printing on these sheets is a silver thermo-screen ink. 

Photograph y 

The photography for the 2004 Cherry Tree was made using Nikon cameras including the F5,Fioo,N90S,N70 andDioo. Lenses ranged in focal length from 20mm to 300mm and the 
flashes used were th SB-28 and the SB-800. The images for this booh were made digitally and on film. The films used for this booh include Fuji Velvia 50, Velvia looF, Provia 400F, NPS, 
NPH, NPZ, and Fuji Press 1600. All color negative film was processed at Thornton Studio in New York. All film was scanned on a Nikon LS-8000 negative scanner and edited using 
Adobe Photoshop 7 and CS. Files were saved for printing purposes as either TIFF files or EPS files at 300dpi. Thornton Studio photographed the senior class portraits and aided in the 
coverage of commencement events. The four 7X10 photographs enclosed with this book were printed in a batch of 2500 each to be inserted into the die-cut photo-comers on the divider 
pages. These photographs were carefully selected to accent the content in their respective sections and enhance the photographic quality of the book. 


[Design 

The book was disigned using Quark 6 by the design editors and the Editor-in-Chief. The horizontal aspect ratio was selected as a more logical way to accent the photography around 
which the book was based. 


[Typography 

The primary fonts used in the production of the book were Augie (all page folios and the Features section), Celestia Antiqua SemiBold (cover, opening section, bach endsheet, and senior 
section), ChaletComprime-CologneSeventy (Academics section), Beveuse and Futura Book (Arts section), Kaufmann Bd BT (Creeks section), CenXCrumble and Courier (Sports section), 
and Attic (Student Organizations section). A nearly innumerable number of other fonts were used (paarticularly in the Parent Ads section) that do not warrant mention. 

[Computer Equipme nt 

The 2004 Cherry Tree was designed on 3 Power Mac G4 dual processor iGHz machines with 512MB RAM. Each machine had a CD-RW drive, 80GB harddrive, and a Sony or ViewSonic 
CRT display. Copy work was done on an older G3 machine. Printouts for submission were done on an HP LaserJet 4000. 

Production Informatio n 

The Cherry Tree cost approximately $109,000 for a press mn of 2500 books. Books sold for $55 and seniors received the book for free by mail. An envelope with four photographs and a 
letter from the Editor was enclosed with each book. 

New Ground This Year for The Cherry T ree 

2004 was the first year that The Cherry Tree submitted pages as PDF documents, which it did exclusively. Furthermore, 2004 was the first year that all images were digitized before sub¬ 
mission. Thornton Studio provided CDs of senior portrait images rather than wallet-sized prints and parent ad photos were scanned on an Epson Perfection 3200 flatbed scanner. This 
was also the first year images for the book were scanned as negatives/slides rather than as prints on a flatbed scanner. Additionally, this was the first year digital cameras were used as a 
substantive means of image gathering. The 2004 book was the first book to exceed $100,000 in production cost and was the first book to enclose actual photographs taken by staff mem¬ 
bers with each book. You are holding a piece of history. Enjoy.
